“ clim'ate and immunity from dangerous 
epidemics ; its availability of access, also, 
“ that, properly (Qualified legal practi- 
“ tioners are resident therein ; it therefore 
“ offers the most suitable position for a 
“ gaol and its various accessories.” Such 
lira the words of our Clyde contemporary 
in last week’s issue, where he devote.s over 
a column of space to the utterance of a lot 
of frothy verbiage, meant to show cause 
why Clyde should reap the benefit of the 
expenditure of a few hundreds of pounds 
in the erection of a district gaol. Of 
course, it would be the height of folly to 
consider the Clyde newspaper “ prejudiced 
in favor of Clyde,” especially when it hints 
so broadly regarding the relative advan- 
tages’ presented by other towns in favor of 
the erection of a ‘crimin-als’ home. Wit- 
ness, for instance, the happy allusion to 
“ healthful climate and immunity from 
dangerous epidemics,” the galaxy of legal 
talent Clyde ■ boasts of, its “extreme cen- 
tra! position," &c. &o. Now, it does not 
require great perspicacity to see that all 
these enviable privileges enjoyed by our 
neighbors are paraded forth with a view to 
dim the lustre of its formidable opponent, 
Cromwell. We have no desire, nor any 
intention, of entering the lists with the 
Clyde newspaper on the subject of where 
the district gaol should be established ; 
but when it attempts to show that the 
claims of the town it represents are incon- 
testible, we feel it oiir duty to combat the 
assumption— and that not by mere random 
and reckless assertions, but by indisput- 
able facta. In passing, it may be remarked 
that the very eagerness displayed by our 
contemporary, and his frenzied efforts to 
force Clyde and its Lappy surroundings 
“ down the throats” of those in power, ap- 
pear to us a sure sign of the weakness of 
his case. Did Clyde stand on so high a 
pedestal as is pretended, it need fear no 
opposition, and, indeed,' none would be 
brought to bear. But let us Sea wherein 
lie these claims so urgently brought for- 
ward, and about which the Clyde people 
seem so greatly exercised. 

Our contemporary expresses the sage 
opinion that “,a large and immediately 
resident population has nothing at all to 
do with the matter,” which, to say the 
least of it, is a peculiar argument, although 
it has the merit of suiting the writer’s end 
— to gain which neither facts nor logic ara- 
allowed to stand in the way, How does 
he reconcile the 'above-quoted words with 
a preceding sentence, where it is said “the 
desire for a gaol is that offenders might 
not be permitted to escape because of the 
expense of bringing them to justice” — by 
reason we presume of transporting pri- 
soners a considerable distance for trial, and 
having to appear against them. Cromwell 
can justly claim to be even more central 
than Clyde, and certainly far more acces- 
sible to the great section of the northern 
goldfields. A reference to the last census 
returns will readily settle the question of 
population, and consequent adaptability of 
Cromwell for the central depot. The 
legal talent so highly vaunted is only con-

., A WARNING NOTE. . 

To the Editor of i!\t Cromwell Argus. 

Sir. — T he incre.ased mimber of applic.atinns 
for milling ol.aims and residence areas in the 
Bannockburn district, on last Court-day, points 
to tho significant f.ict that the miners of that 
place are at last beginning to re.alise the idea 
that the country is not vet worked out.

The people here at taat recogniae the ne- 
cessity for the establishment of an Accident 
Belief J’und, as often u^ed upon them 
your late correspondent: On Saturday night 
a meeting waa held at Mr W. Cameron’s, 
having been convened by a notice signed by 
Mr D. Watkins. Nearly all the miners of 
the place attended,- and evinced great ear- 
nestness in the matter. 

' Mr W. Cameron was voted to the chair, 
and, after explaining the purport of the 
meeting, he called upon Mr D. Watkins to 
lay before the audience his views on the sub- 
ject. This Mr Watkins did in a very able 
manner, urging upon the miners to place 
themselves beyond the necessity of becoming 
paupers in the event of accidents occurring 
TO them individually, by starting a fund to 
relieve any of their brethren so situated, and 
doing away with the system which hitherto 
existed, of appealing to public charity when 
any such unfortunate occurrences took place 
as bodily injury from mining, accidents. He 
then proposed the following resolution : — 

“ That in the opinion of this meeting, in 
view of the extension of mining in this dis- 
trict, and the increased dangers thereupon 
likely to accrue, it is expedient that a Miners’ 
Accident Belief Fund should be established, 
to provide pecuniary assistance to its mem- 
bers in case of accidents occurring to them 
while following their occupation.*' 

This was seconded by Mr Rooney, and 
carried after a brief discussion. 

The meeting then proceeded to appoint a 
Secretary and a Committee of Management 
of five members, when the following gentle- 
men were unanimously elected : — Secretary, 
Mr Matldns ; Committee — Messrs J. Wil- 
liams, J. Pearce, W, Cameron, T. Rooney, 
and B. Morris, ■ 

Preliminary rules were then drawn up for 
the working of the Society. The entrance- 
fee was fixed at 3s., and the monthly sub- 
scription at 2s. 6d. The relief to be afforded 
varies from £1 to £1 lOs. per week, accord- 
ing to the severity of the accident, and so on. 

It was then agreed that a report of the 
meeting be sent to the Cxomwbil Arocs, as 
it might lead to similar institutions being es- 
tablished elsewhere in the district. ’ 

A cordial vote of thanks was awarded to 
Mr D. Watkins for bringing forward the 
matter so successfully, and also to Mr Came- 
ron for the free use of the room on the occa- 
sion. One to the chairman brought the 
meeting to a close. A subscription-list to the 
fund was then opened, which was very nume- 
rously signed, and is still being added to. 

Little remains to be said, and everyone 
must congratulate the miners of Bendigo for 
having taken a step in the right direction at 
last. The miserable practice which has been 
the rule hitherto of going round begging for 
aid when any poor unfortunate got maimed, 
Was a great tax upon even the proverbial 
liberality of miners, and a degradation to the 
recipient. . I trust the matter will be warmly 
taken up throughout the district, and pos- 
sibly in years to come much human suffering 
may thereby be alleviated. Similar institu- 
tions have long been established in the North 
Island, and have been found to work ad- 
mirably.

SLUDGE CHANNEL AT PJPECLAk . 

A meeting of the claimhdders and parties 
connected with mining in Pipeclay Gully was 
held on Monday evening, to consider, the 
matter of the construction of a permanent 
deep sludge-channel up the gully named. 
Nearly the whole of the claim holders were 
in attendance. Mr James Crombie was voted 
to the chair. It w.as explained that two or 
three private parties had made application to 
the Government to be allowed to construct a 
channel. One party had applied for a sub- 
sidy, while another - was willing to do it 
merely for the sake of the gold to be obtained 
in the working. Several persons present were 
acquainted with the rules and working of the 
Dunstan Creek channel, and from them the 
meeting received much interesting informa- 
tion on these points. Resolutions were car- 
ried affirming the necessity of the work being 
undertaken at once, either by the claim- 
holders themselves or by a private party. It 
was also resolved to ask the Government to 
survey the gully, take levels, etc., so as to i 
get'a'D' approximate cost of the work.- A 
sub-committee was appointed, their duty: 
being to procure all information, and to re- 
port to a meeting a fortnight hence: 



. Terrific Gale at Lyttleton. 

FIVE MBN DROWNED. 

For many years Lyttleton has not been 
visited with such a terrific gale as that which 
took place on Friday night and Saturday, 
4th and 6th inst., and raged with nnparal- 
lelled fury,' putting a complete stoppage to 
all business in the Port, and cre.atmg the 
greatest fears for the safety of the vessels in 
the harbor. That more accidents did not oc- 
cur amongst the shipping is due to the liar- 
bor authorities, who, during Frid.ay night 
and Saturday, exerted themselves most ener- 
getically ; still it is a matter of regret that a 
very large amount of damage has been done, 
especially amongst the watermen’s boats. 
These have suffered most severely. Among 
the numerous casualties may bo mentioned 
that of the bai'quentine Prince Alfred, which 
in a collision lost her bowsprit, and the 
barque Queen of the Sea, which was fouled 
by the schooner Enterprise, and lost her 
fore royal m.ost and gear. The schooner 
Volunteer also lost her bowsprit during the 
gale. Some dozen watermen's boats were 
sunk and four smashed to pieces. 

Bad ,18 the loss of property is to record, it 
is insignificant when compared with the sad 
loss of life -which occurred during the gale, 
five men, belonging to the barque Syrene, 
proceeding to the vessel, having lost their 
livea. The following report of the sad affair 
is given by Captain Rees and the survivor. 
Cavers. The barque Syrene, having com-; 
pleted the discharging of her cargo of coals 
at Peacock's wharf, hauled out into the 
stream, and anchored off Stoddart’s Point 
on Wednesday last, but Captain Rees, im 
Thursday, engaged three new hands, who 
were to have jdined the ship that day. On 
Friday he iirdered the boat to come and 
fetch all-hands on board at six o’clock. The 
captain arrived from Christchurch, and im- 
mediately ordered the second mate (E. Mor- 
ris) to take the boat back to the vessel and 
moor her, ha having business to tra.usact the 
next day on shore. The boat, a ndw whale- 
boat, 28 feet in length, well founJ, left the 
wharf at 7-30 p.in., with six handi on board, 
four men pulling, and all being lober. The 
following particulars as to how the accident 
occurred have been gathered from the steward 
(W. Cavers), who states that the crew palled 
off to the barque. When half-way between 
the shore and the vessel, a southerly buster 
came on, torrents of rain falling, and the 
night being pitchy dark. For two hours the 
men struggled against thJ gale, and finding 
they could not fetch theirbarque, they puDed 
towards the barque Mystery, which was an- 
chored off Rhodes Ba/. Answering to the 
appeals of the crew, a, line was thrown from 
the vessel, which tie men unfortunately 



piissed, and the boat drifted by. The ap- 
prentice (Winch) knowing Gollon’s Bay, sug- 
gested that the boat should bo he,adod in that 
direction, and it should be beached there’, . A 
light from a house in the bay was at times 
seen by the men. The boat’s head was put 
towards the shore, and it was pulled towards 
the bay. ' Cavers, who was palling the bow 
oar, getting exhausted, shifted into the bow 
to look out for breakers and rocks ahead. 
The men palled towards the shore but in 
the darkness came on the sunken rocks which 
run out some distance near Polhill’s Bay. 
When the boat grounded on the, rocks, 
Cavers was pitched out head foremost, but 
he qeld on to the boat’s painter, and three 
times he tried to puU up the boat, but failed. 
The last time the bow of the boat struck him 
in the chest causing liLin to let go the rope. 
The wash of the sea then carried him up on 
to the rocks, and on recovering himself he 
called out for his mates but could get no re- 
ply from them. He then made nis way to 
Lyttleton, and reported the matter to the 
authorities. 

On Saturday morning Captain Rees went 
round Sumner Road to see if he could learn 
anything of the shipwrecked men or the 
boat. He saw the debris of a boat lying in 
Gollon’a Bay, which he at once recognised as 
portions of the one belonging to his vessel. 
After some difficulty he descended the cliff 
and recovered three' of 'the oars, which he 
recognised as belonging to the boat. There 
can now be no doubt that the unfortunate 
men have met with a watery grave. Their 
names are Evan Morris (second mate), N. P. 
Larsen, W. Soomey, H. Wilson, and Arthur 
Winch. Another report was circulated on 
Saturday that three men belonging to the 
brig Emperor, which left the wharf at the 
same hour, had been drowned. This, hap- 
pily, has proved not to be the ease. It ap 
pears that the men went off to their vessel, 
and encountered the full fury of the gale, 
but pulling along ashore, they got into G-ol- 
lon’s Bay, from thence they pulled across the 
harbor to the Quarantine Station, and from 
there got into Elliode’s Bay, where they re- 
mained all Saturday. Yesterday morning 
the 3.3. Mullogh went down the harbor on a 
search expedition, and met the boat belong- 
ing to the brig Emperor coming out of 
Rhode’s Bay. They afterwards proceeded 
down the harbor, and searclied along slicre 
for the bodies of the men drowned from the 
barque Syrene. It should be staled that 
during the gale on Saturday the Magellan 
Cloud dragged her anchor, and at one time 
it vras thought she would come ashore on the 
breakwater, but during one of the heavy 
squalls the wind shifted for a short time, en- 
abling the vessel to clear the point. The 
chain w.as then slipped, and those on board 
were able to m.ake fast to the back of the 
breakwater. Captain Underwood, of the 
s.s. Albion reports that for many years he 
has not encountered such a gale on the New 
Zealand coast. — N. 0. Times. 



Mr Bolink’s Experiment. 

Mr Bolink owns and runs r cooper shop 
near the House of Correction, and as he 
keeps a dozen men at work he is bound to 
have his shop run on ‘ system.’ The other 
day he was reading a newspaper article in 
regard to the prevention of conflagrations. 
The article advised all employers to lay 
out a regular programme of what should 
be done when a fire was discovered in a 
shop and drill their hands until they under- 
stood it. He bought fifty feet of hose for 
the penstock, detailed a man to use it in the 
case of fire, and then instructed each other 
man and boy just what they should do when 
an alarm was given. One was to roll out 
barrels, another to s-ave tools, another to 
throw staves through a window, and each 
one knew exactly what to jump for. 

This was all riglit, and Mr Bolink had 
a good mind to cancel his inauranca poli- 
cies and depend ou his local fire brigade. 
Before taking this step, however, it oc- 
cui'i'ed to him to give his programme a trial. 
He had a little curiosity to see if his em- 
ployes would spring to their posts accord- 
ing to instructions, and he studied out a 
plan, The other morning he passed up 
stairs, kicked a pile of shavings together on 
an old piece of zinc, touched a match to 
them, and the next minute run down stairs 
crying out ; , , 

“ The shop is on fire ! Fire ! fire ! fire !" 

The man who was to. use the hose grabbed 
it up, threw it out of the window and 
jumped after it, shouting ‘fire !’ until he 
was heard three blocks off. The man who 
was to save the tools threw an adze and 
hit Mr Bolink in tho Rack, and then hit 
liim again with a draw-shave. 

As Mr Bolink was pawing around on the 
floor, the man who was to save the ready i 
made work rolled five pork barrels over 
him, kicked in the hesids of three more, 
and then dug out through the back door. 
One man saved a piece of board six feet 
long ; another took up a stave and broke 
two windows before he fled, while a tliird 
threw a hammer at the clock, uttered a 
wild shriek and kicked open the side door. 

In two minutes the shop was clear of 
every one but Mr Bolink, and he was 
crawling out from among the barrels when 
steamer No. 6 came galloping down. The 
smoko was rolling up through the roof, 
the boys were yelling ‘ fire,' and the firemen 
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ietejrmined to save that cooper'^ shop 
or perish jn the attempt, Mr Bolink 
h^rd, them call out to ‘git them hoap 
around hyar,’ and to ‘ play her up tp 
eig^y-five,' end he got to the door and 
shouted : . , 

“,Hoid on, gentlemen— there is no fire 
hero!” , : , 

out’n the way I’l cried the pipe- 
man ;“yere’s yer mineral water 1" 

“ It's only a joke, gentlemen ; . there is 
“O ' ” Mr Bolink was shouting, when 

the stream of: water lifted him over the 
barrels out of the back door, where he sat 
do^yn on a broken shave-horse, until his 
cooper-house had been filled with -water 
and the shavings had been burned out. 
Daring the afternoon his whole force were 
engaged ‘bi emptying barrels, -yvringing out 
draw-shqves, hanging broad-axes up to 
dry, and otherv/ise getting the shop on a 
working basis.— Defroit Free Prm.

POLLUTION OF RIVERS BY MINING. 

Mr DeTjAutour moved — “That a re- 
spectful address be presented to his Honor 
the Superintendent, requesting that he 
will take such steps as may seem to him 
necessary to obtain the introduction of a 
Bill during the ensiling session of the As- 
sembly, dealing with the pollution of river^, 
by gold miners ami others, and providiug 
(inter alia J far mining on Crown lands, 
tliough such mining ni-ay foul streams and 
rivers.” In doing so, he explained that 
certain legal proceedings bearing on this 
question, which had for a long time been 
in suspension, had lately been decided to 
n certain extent ; but the question of the 
general right of polluting rivers was quite 
as indefinite as before the case he referred 
to was decided in the Appeal Court. It 
had been pointed out long ago by Gold- 
fields Judges that the Goldfields Act of 
1866 was defective to this extent, that, 
while it gave a certain right to construct 
races and divert water from rivers, yet it 
failed altogether to provide for the use of 
such water when diverted. Water was 
bound to find its lower level, and when it 
returned to the main stream, after being 
diverted, it was of ne,oe.ssity charged with 
debris. He might state tliat the motion 
was not penned by himself, but in accor- 
dance with the best legal advice that could 
he obtained in the interests of the gold- 
fields. 

Mr Armstrong seconded the motion, 
which was agreed to, 

Mr DeLautour then moved the follow- 
ing additional motion — “ And that in all 
future sales of land, the banks of rivers 
and streams he reserved from sale ; or, if 
sold, that the purchasers have only limited 
privileges, and no right to object to the 
streams or rivers being fouled by necessary 
mining operations.” He thought if the 
Council could see its way to pass such a 
recommendation, it would entirely removo 
litigation which might otherwise spiing up 
in the future. He did not think the adop- 
tion of such a course would aft'ect the yahie 
of land in tlie Province. * , 

Mr Armstrong seconded the motion, 
which, after a short discussion, was agreed 
0 in tha following ainer.de.'l form : " And- 



tW, in all future saMs of land, the 'hanks 
of jpi vers be reserved from sale.” , 

PUIICHABB OF Pniy.VTK BRIDGES. 

■ Mr DeLautouh nioved— “That an ad- 
dress bo presented to his Honor the Super- 
intendent,' requesting that effect be given 
to.' the .recommendations of the Oohliields 
Cdhnraittee in re petition of residents and 
other^, of Cromwell,. Bannockbifm, and 
Garrick ’Range (praying the . Provincial 
Government to purchase the Kawarau 
Bridge), as contained in Interim Report 
No. 2, from tho said Committee, viz,; — 
That clause 9 of the memorandum of con- 
ditions be enforced, and also that tlie toll 
levied on foot passengers be abolished. 
Secondly, that the Government purchase 
this and other private bridges erected 
under Government conditions out of any 
loan or advance obtained from the General 
Government, and that the tolls on such 
bridges be reduced to a limit sufficient, for 
interest, for a sinking fund, and for main 
tonance of bridges.” 

Mr Reid thought they would scarcely 
be in a position to deal with the motion. 
The Government should be careful in deal- 
ing with the interests of peisons who had 
invested capital in risky works, in the ex- 
pectation of getting a fair, and not only a 
fair,' but a very liberal, return. The Go- 
vernment had gone into the agreements, 
retaining power to tiie Province to bo ex- 
ercised ill extreme eases. It might hajqien 
that after a person had erected a bridge 
population left the 'district and it became 
a losing speculation, when the Government 
would not taka it over. (In the other 
hand, if the population increased they 
should not take the other course. He 
would even’fttvour the payment of sub- 
sidies tow'arrls a reiluetion of tho*chargos 
rather than that anything should bo done 
which savoured of pressing havdlyou those 
■who had invested capital. The second 
part of the motion was of .too sweeping a 
characterj and he thought it was better 
that it should not be passed. They had 
rivers yet to be bri.lged in various parts of 
the Province, and he thoii.ght to follow out 
the motion would bo an unwise course to 
pursue. He urged the Council not to take 
action ha what was cJiielly an Executive 
work. 

Tim debate was brought to an end by 
the afternoon adjourn ment. 

'TUB GOLOFlSLOS DEPARTMENT. 

"Mi- Da Lautour moved — “That in the 
opiiion of this Council it is not advisable 
that the official dejiartment in connection 
with Goldfields should be outside Dun- 
edin." In doing so he said it would not 
be ueoessiuy for him to say much after tho 
deliato which wa.s fresh in their minds, hut 
he would simply say for himself that ho 
did not care a bit where any gentleman, 
who happened to represent the Goldfields 
in the lixacutive, might reside, To his 
.uiiiid the matter of much Imjiortanoe was 
where the departuiont couuected with the 
Goldfields shoiilil lie. During the last year 
all tho Goldfields districts, except those 
ill the immediate vicinity of Cromwell, 
had been made to suffer great inconve- 
nience through tlio absence of the Gold- 
fields Secretary from Dunedin, He le- 
garded tho creation of tho department as a 
great evil, as it led to all GoKlliolds mat- 
ters being treated iu a special manner, 
thus creating permanent dissatisfaction 
among GoUfiekls members and the icsi- 
diiiits on Goldfields. Tie thought the best 
plan would bo to do away with tho depart- 
mant altogether, and .the next best step 
wa.s to have the department in Dimedhi. 
The worst possible course they could adopt 
was to have the department in one par- 
ticular part of the Goldfields, where it was 
not nearly so accessible to the Goldfields 
residents generally as it would be in Dun- 
edin. 

Mr Armstrong seconded the motion. 
One objection to the Goldfields Secretary 
living at Cromwell was that he could not 
cousulc his colleagues in Dunedin, and was 
out of the way of his colleagues. 

Mr Reid ihoiiglit it would have been 
better if Mr De Lautour had not exercised 
Ids light of bringing tho matter again 
before the House. He could not help 
thinking very much, although the honor- 
able member had disclaimed it, that there 
was some little degree of personal feeling 
in tha matter. It was not a matter of 
very great public’ importance, and no 
great evil could have arisen when the Bon. 
member had had to draw on- suppostitious 
'cases to show what would happen under 
certain circumstances. Instead of saving 
that the arrangement was unsatisfactory 
he should have given actual clrcmnstauces 
showing that the arrangemenf was unsatis 
factory. He thought tho Goldfioids Sec- 
retary could perform his duties more satis- 
factorily in Cromwell than in Dunedin. 
It was not in good taste to bring np this 
motion, knowing that tho iirraagemeutG 
of the officer required that lie should re- 
side at Ccom well. Fvi»n if ji, Trio-: 



Tfltically the beat thgt he should reside in 
Dunedin, it appeared now to be a ‘blow 
aimed at the officer who at present Jilled 
the office and to have dwindled down to a 
personal question. He asked the House 
to maintain tha t feeling which should exist 
between one member - and another, that 
they would not agree to the motion under 
existing circumstances. ■ Not a single com- 
plaint had been put before the House, not 
even by the member who drew so-mtich on 
his own imagination, as to wliat might hap- 
pen, nor had he heard one single reason 
why this alteration should be made. 

’ Mr Manders had no personal feeling in 
the matter, nor any desire to be unfriendly 
to the Government. He mentioned facts 
within his own knowledge to show that 
the miners of his district were not satisfied 
with the Secretary living at Cromwell, as 
it was found to be an evil. 

Mr Bastings had no personal feeling, 
but held the opinion that the Goldfields 
affairs did suffer through the Secretary for 
Goldfields residing at Cromwell. The in- 
convenience was not so much owing to the 
Secretary living there, but to the docu- 
ments of the department being kept at 
Cromwell. >'-• 

Mr Hallbnstbin said the arrangement 
of the Secretary residing in Cromwell was 
generally satisfactory to tho miners. 

Mr MacKellar s-iid Cromwell was the 
centre of the , Goldfields, nud it was an ad- 
vantage to the Province that the Secretary 
for the Goldfields should reside there. 

Mr M’Glashan opposed, on constitu- 
tional grounds, the Goldfields Secretary 
permanently residing at Cromwell ; he 
should be in Dunedin as much as possible, 
and attend all Execativo meetings. 

Mr Lumsden thought that a Goldfields 
Secretary in Dunedin could not cany out 
his duties so well as if he was residing on 
tlie goldfields. 

The motion was, on a division, earned 
by 8 majority of two. Thei'O voted :■ —

PETITION OP JAMES STUART. 

The petitioner asked the favourable con- 
sideration of the Governiaent for the con- 
struction by him of approaches, etc., to the 
ferry across the Kawarau at Bannockburn. 
, Tho Private Petitions Committee reported 
that the petitioner was entitled to some 
conipen.s.ation, and would recommend that 
he be paid the siiui of £150. 

REDUCTION OF GOLD DUTY. 

Mr De Lautour asked the Government 
— “ What course it is intended to take in 
regard to the reduction of the Gold Duty 1” 

Mr Reid replied that he saw great diffi- 
culty in giving effect to the wish of the 
Council. The course the Government in- 
tended to take was to vote a sum in the 
■A ppropriation Ordinance. As to the course 
they should take after that, he would be 
very glad if the honourable member would 
give them some information. The Govern- 
ment was not above takinrr advice from 
those competent to give it. The Govern- 
ment rcognised there were great difficulties 
in the way. 

PURCIIASF, OP private bridoss. 

The debate on Mr DeLaatonr’s motion 
regarding purchase of Bannockburn and 
other bridges v/as resumed by Mr Mac- 
Kellar, 

After some discussion, the motion was 
negatived by 17 votes against 11.

PETITION OF Rest DENTS IN CARDRONA AND 
WANAKA DISTRICTS. 

I The petitioners prayed for the throwini; 

I open of Crown Terrace for agricultural 
i settlement. The Select Committee on 
I Goldfields, in their report on the petition, 

, recommended that the Government shcuhl 
prooUitn the block open for agricultural 
purposes, and that. If the present survey is 
adhered to, such proclamation should bo 
made under special leases, ullowing free 
entry for say three years to search for gold 
after application having been made and 
granted by the Warden, and such other 
conditions ts might seem desirable to fairly 
protect the agricultural interests and at 
the same tim’ not he restrictive to mining; 
operations.' If this cannot be legally done, 
the Committee would recommend that a 
re-survey of the block be made, and that 
mining reserves te set aside along the trice 
of the terr.ace fronting the Arrow River, 
and on each side of such gullies as may be 
thought desir.ahlp, and the remainder 
thrown open tinder '‘.he agricultural lease 
system. The Comnitfee lastly reeoui- 
meoded that in dealing -.vith the block, due 
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practicable the ’interests of those holders or 
occupiers already on the block. - 

PROSPSUTI.'iu FOR deep LEAD I. 

MrG. F. 0. Brown K moved — “ fhiit a 
respectful address be pieseiited to TTis 
Honor the Siiperintendaril-, requesting 
that £1000 be placed on the ' Supplemen- 
tary Estimates, tu be applied in .subsidis- 
ing (at the rate of £1 for £1)’ companies 
formed to prospect for deep leads of gold, 
under such conditions us may ba frora time 
to time approved of by the Government." 

The Secretary for Goldfields pointed 
out that the Council hud already voted 
£1000 for prosr>ecting for qpartz reefs ; 
and on that occasion he pointed out that, 
no matter how desirable it might be to 
prospect for deep leads, before any mem- 
ber would be justified in asking the Coun- 
cil to vote a sura for the purpose, a good 
case would have to be made out. That 
had not been clone by the member for 
Waitahiina, aud therefore he hoped tha 
motion would be withdrawn. Jnrlividually, 
he was of opinion that deep leads existed 
in the country, and the Council must ha 
aware that a very large sura had been 
spent already in prospecting for deep leads. 
-(H ear.) At any rate, if the Council 
voted a sum for the purpose, he would 
have very great pleasure in drawing up 
such, conditions as might help to bring 
about the desired end. 

Mr Manders was understood to point 
out that boring for deep leads was very 
problematical. The proper way was to 
prospect for them from the surface. 

Mr Hallenstein's experience was, that 
money spent on prospecting for deep leads 
or quartz reefs was money fooled away. 
The best way to subsidise' the Goldfields 
was by giving them roads, bridges, and 
tracks. He suggested that a bonus should 
be offered for the discovery of reefs and 
leads. 

Mr Sumpter moved as an amendment 
the insertion, after the word- Estimates, 
“ as a bonus for successful prospecting," 
and the omission of all words from “ to be 
be ap[)Iied to — to pros|iect." 

Mr Reid thought the bonus of £1000 
very large indeed, aud it should not be 
given unless actual demonstration existed 
tliat a new and permanent industry had 
been opened. He suggested tliat the 
words “ to be paid to such an extent and 
under such conditions as may be from 
time to time deemed advisable by the Go- 
vernment,” bo added. ' 

The motion as amended was agreed to 
on the voices.
